Some $12,000 or 
$15,000 was probably drawn out before the 
thirty-day notice rule was enforced. 

An hour after the Dime Savings Bank 
opened depositors began to collect and until 
the close of business the bank was crowded. 
The small depositors and those-able to show 
that they actually needed their money were 
paid in full. Others were notified that the 
bank would take advantage of the 
provision requiring notice. President Bailey 
assured the depositors that the bank’s assets 
were in first-class condition. The Dime Sav- 
ings Bank has dene business here for over 
thirty years and is considered by bankers gen- 

erally as an extremefy strong and conserva- 
tive institution. Samuel G. Bailey is Presi- 
dent. W. C. D. Grannis Vice-President, and 
William Kelsey Reed Treasurer. Its directory 
includes C. B. Farwell, George F. Swift, and

The space allotted to Japan is well guarded. 
in the forefront. On one side is a babeon 
chiseled out of horse-chestnut and represent- 
ed in the attitude of great excitement and 
disappointment over the escape of an eagle, 
some of whose feathers are in the clutch of 
the baboon. The artist is reported to have 
| spent sevéral months in the search for a suf- 

ficiently large block of wood and weeks in 
cutting it down and transporting it to the 
coast, On the other side is a bronze statue of 
a Buddhist ‘‘ St. George.and the Dragon.”’ In 
the center is a bronze éagle, life size, on the 
stump and roots of an old tree; and’on each 
side is an immense bronze plaque of dragons 
by the same Okazaki. Then in the vestibule 
stands the wooden figure of a wrestler. 

But.in the vestibule are also some represen- 
tations of peace and quiet. On the right wall 
hangs a magnificent water-color of a peacock 
and peahen. On the left wall is an admira- 
bly life-like painting of three carp swimming 
among reeds. On the walls next the door way 
hang a pair of soft and rich embroideries 
showing pigeons and sparrows among chrys- 
anthemums, 

In the first room, directly in front of the 
door, stands a wooden model of a five-storied 
pagoda, which may well represent the beau- 
tiful one at Nikko. This place, a great sum- 

mer resort, is also delineated by the immense 
piece of woven work on the wall at the left. 
It is stated by the editor of the Japan Mail 
that such a piece of woven stuff was never be- 
fore produced. It measures 13x20 feet, and 
occupied the incessant labor of relays of arti- 
sans for two years. It represents the great

This painting, judged by Japanese taste and 
ideals, is one of the best on exhibition, but 
may not on that account be appreciated by 
Occidentals, 

In the next room on a table in the center 
rests a fine bronze carving of a cock and hen, 
Taking the left side of the room a pretty’ 
spring scene is shown; then a view of Kinka- 
kuji, or the “Golden Pavilion Temple” of 
the Zen sect of Buddhism in Kyoto, the 
former capital of Japan; next two views of 
Japanese and Chinese ladies suriound a _pict- 
ure of Shotoku Taishi. On this same side of 
the room is a black and gold. lacquered 
cabinet, which consumed three years in mak- 
ing. The design and the artistic work must 
be credited to Ito Sadabumi, who is an in- 
structor in the Tokio Art School. 

In the third room is a showcase full of 
beautiful lacquer work, a large six-leaved 
screen, embroidered .with a view of Mount 
Higashi, a piece of wvoven stuff, on which is 
represented a celebrated festival of the Bud- 
dhists, and other specimens of Japanese weav- 
eine Admirably Vivid Work. 

In the next room on the left are some of the 
gems of the exhibit. Four or five plaques 
will repay close inspection of the admirably 
vivid work, representing a flock of herons, 
monkeys. a dancer, and a bulbul on a bough 
insnow. Above those hang two paintings 
which rank among the - best realizations of 
Japanese art ideas and ideals.’ One is a pict- 
ure of a fishing hamlet in the summer rain; 
the other, done by Mr. Watanabe, unquestion- 
ably one of the foremost of living Japanese 
artists, depicts some cocks and henson a 
snow covered freight cart. 

The painting of the tiger, too, will un- 
poubtedly attract much attention and will, 
perhaps, be viewed with more reverence when 
it is known that the artist almust lost his 
reason through his anxious labor. He began 
to think himself metamorphosed into a tiger 
and. roared and rolled about like that wild 
beast. At last accounts he was- though still 
confined in a private asylum, slowly con- 
valescing. 

Vases are scattered about the three rooms 
and represent well Japanese ability in that 
line. The porcelain vases of the famous 
Miyagawa Kozan are in the right hand show- 
case in the last room, and those of K. Watano 
of the Kaga School, are in the first room, 
underneath the huge tapestry. 

Judged by the canons of pure Japanese art 
many of the exhibits which scarcely commend 
themselves to occidental taste represent much 
more truly than the others the strange ideals 
of that antipodal land. 

Upstairs Japan has three sides of the bal- 
cony around the rotunda of the central 
dome, and has placed there some of the poor- 
est and some of the best of her art exhibits. 
A little model of a Buddhist temple is notice- 
able, but it is put in the shade by the twelve 
falcons chiseled out of various metals by 
Mr. C. Suzuki. The artist spent four years at 
his work, keeping live falcons constantly be- 
side him and watching all their movements. 
In this way he has succeeded marvelously in 
representing faithfully twelve different posi- 
tions of the bird of prey. On the east side are 
the oniy oil paintings in the art department 
of Japan ; for Japanese artists did net furnish 
more specimens for exhibition, as they

.As Commissioner Wermuth closed his re- 
marks Mr. Elberson gave the word of com> 
mand, and all the great guns of the exhibit 
lowered their muzzles and raised them again, 
anid much cheering.

pent that much on their entire displays. 
err Krupp’s wares are of such immense size 
and weight that there was no suitable place 
for them, even in the mammoth Manufactures

The pavilion, which is of 
iron, was designed and manufactured at Essen, 
and put together here. It.is 196 feet in length

- Tur Treasury Department reports the per- 
centage of gold certificates received in puy- 
ment of customs duesat New York during 
each of the three ten-day periods of, last 
They formed no 
part of the payments made to the Treasury. 
Such a condition has not existed previously 
for more than ten years past. For some 
months preceding tle passage of the Sher- 
man act, nearly three years ago, more than 
90 per centof these payments was made in 
gold certificates, and for May, 1890, it was 
93.6. From that point the percentage 
dropped to 27.8 a year later, 9.9 for May of 
last year, and O for the month recently 
closed. No wonder the Treasury reserve of 
gold is diminishing swiftly under the double 
process referted to /in the Scotch proverb 
about the consequences of continually taking 
meal out of the bag and putting none in. The 
question is how the New York men who.are 
drawing out gold for export can expect to 
get all they want for that purpose when they 
and their compatriots in that city serve out 
to their patrons nothing but silver paper to 
be presented in payment of dues to the gov- 
ernment. 


NO REASON FOR RUNS ON BANKS, 

The runs on several of the savings banks in 
this city yesterday were absolutely without 
cause other than a groundless scare among 
the depositors. The failures which have oc- 
curred were of banks with small capital and 
loose methods, or those engaged chiefly in the 
handling of “securities’’ of the specnlative 
sort, which are foreign to the business of the 
legitimately conducted savings bank. The 
banks of the city which handle the great mass 
of accounts of merchants and manufacturers 
are sound beyond the suspicion of weakness, 
and it may be said for the savings banks that 
so faras known they are fully as much so, 
their business being conducted along lines 
that are prudent to the point of conservatism. 

That there has been.a stringency in the 
monéy market cannot be denied, but the iu- 
dications all point to the conclusion that the 
worst phase of this closeness has passed by. 
As it has not affected any of the legitimately- 
conducted banks up to date there is no reason 
for apprehending any trouble for them in the 
near future. On the contrary, a flow of funds 
is setting in which promisés to make the 
situation an easy one éhortly. Grain held in 
store in this city is moving out in larger vol- 
ume, buyers at the East and in Europe being 
attracted by the lower prices at which the 
property is offered. The decline in stocks has 
similarly constituted an inducement for jin- 
vestors to step in and take hold, and they are 
doing so with numerous parcels of money that 
had been locked up in the safety deposit 
vaults out of the channels of circulation. Be- 
sides this some of the money invested in en- 
terprises connected with the Fair is beginning 
to come in, and doubtless the next few. weeks 
will see a good percentage of these funds paid 
back by the borrowers, as from this time for- 
ward the tide of visitors to the r may be 
expected to increase till it reaches a mighty 
throng. Hence, so far as the local situation 
is concerned, apart from the national question 
in regard to gold and silver, an improvement 
is setting in, and thereis no further cause for 
alarm—certainly not with respect to the 
banks in which the workers have invested 
their savings, and w are conducted under 
the control of our most conservative business- 
men with express reference to requirements 
for safety, 

The deluded ones who joined yesterday in 
the run on a few of the zavings banks and got 
their money ate to be pitied. They lose five 
months’ interest on the use of it, amounting 
to $5 on each $300, or one sixtieth part of the 
sum withdrawn. And what will they do with 


it? They could not put it to a Better use than 


by redepositing it right away. Apart from the 
risk of loss by theft, fire, or carelessness there 
is the danger that otherwise the money will 
be wasted. Expérience shows that a large 
part of the money withdrawn from savings 
banks in times of distrustful excitement is 
dissipated. Itis spent in the purchase of 
things which the buyer could do without and 
often in ways that ate worse than useless. For 
any real good that is done with the money a 
large percentage of it might just as well have 
been allowed to liein the bank, even if the 
concern were nota sound one, while in case 
the bank is on a sound basis the withdrawal is 
a positive injury to the community, as it tends 
to increase the distrust and lessens the supply 
of funds available for the conduct of legit- 
imate business which is necessary to the pub- 
lic welfare... The panic that shows itself in a 
run on the savings bank is simply a develop- 
mentof the very condition it is wished to 
avoid. It shotild be frowned upon by every 
one who has the least influence among his fel- 
lows and desiresto see them refrain from 
action which tends to harm them more than 
any one else. 


THE ANTI-TRUST CONVENTION. 

The convention of delegates from the dif- 
ferent States).called to consider what action 
can be taken against the trust combinations, 
held its first session ‘yesterday. The gather- 
ing isa most important one, its object being 
the reform: of one of the worst evils of the 
day. It is the direct result of action taken on 
the united protest by the people of Minnesota 
against the exactions of the anthracite coal 
monopoly last winter, and the call for it was 
dictated by a wish for help from the people of 
other States to down the infamous coal com- 
bination. But as there are many other com- 
bines which equally threaten the rights of the 
citizen it is felt generally that the work of the 
convention should be for the suppression of 
all of them as public enémies. 

Some apprehensions have been felt that the 
convention may aim at so much that it will 
accomplish nothing. If by tliat it is meant 
that it will be sought to set in motion a park: 
of artillery that will be «trained alike on all 
the trusts, instead of being directed against 
the coal combination alone, the doubt is ill- 


founded. Not only need there be no special | 


legislation by which one would be discrimi- 
nated against while all the others were let 
alone, but such exclusiveness would be posi- 
tively a weak feature. It would be just as 
easy to frame laws destructive to all as one, 
since all are formed on essentially the same

harmonious one, and if it be not dominated 
by cranks and impracticable reformers, will 
take measures for bringing to bear upon the

If the convention can 
initiate action for drawing out the popular ex- 
pression against the trust “principle”’. and 
for concentrating that expression wpon the 
representatives of the people it will gueceed. 
But no mere eet of resolutions will achieve 
the end desired, nor can any good be ‘accom- 
plished if the convention allows itself to be 
run by cranks. 


MAKE THE RAILROADS PAY UP. 

Corporation Counsel Kraus has begun 
suits against a number of railroad companies 
for the purpose of recovering the sums which 
have been paid by the city during the last six 
years to persons whose _ property had been 
damaged by the erection of viaducts: The 
total sum sued for is $145,000. That the 
railroads ought to pay these claims has not 
been questioned seriously of late years. They 
make the street crossings unsafe. They ren- 
dered the construction of viaducts ne@essary, 
and they ought to pay whatever it costs, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to make the crossings as 
safe as they were before their tracks were laid. 
Nothing but the unwillingness of roads to pay 
out money except when compelled to do so 
stands, or has stood for some time,in the 
way of the collection of these claims. 

For years, however, the city government 
has been palsied. For some inscrutabje rea- 
son it has failed to carry to the Supreme 
Court and a successful conclusion its admit- 
tedly just claims against the ratlroaids for 
land damages paid, Suits have been begun 
with a great flourishof trumpets only to be 
neglected. Urgent entreaties have not moved 
either Mayors or Corporation Counsels to at- 
tend to their duty. But- while they stoad still 
the statute of limitations ran, and as a tonse- 
quence a great deal of money which might 
have been recovered if city officers had at- 
tended to their business‘is irrecoverable now. 
The policy of the roads of not paying just de- 
mands as long as they were not driven to do 
so has been a profitable one for them. 

It is to be hoped that the fact that suits have 
been begun by the Corporation Counsel may 
be taken as evidence it will not be in the 
power of the railroads to hypnotize the city 
authorities any longer. Mr. Kraus has shown 
on one or two occasions since his appointment 
that he does not look on the railways as 
mightier than, the city, and there is no r@ason 
to doubt that as far as in him lies he will)push 
these suits energetically. It was stated ait the 
time he went into office he would not agree to 
serve out his term, but might withdraw after 
everything was running smoothly. If this 
should be the case the Mayor muat not fail to 
pick out for his successor not merely as good 
a lawyer but a man who is as little under rail- 
road influences. ‘The persistent prosecution 
of the suits to be commenced by the Corpora- 
tion Counsel will in time bring into the Treas- 
ury $145,000... The city cannot afford to lose 
that sum, which is owing toit. If deprived 
of it it will be because of the laches of city 
officers and nothing else. 


LEAVING 1" THE PRESBYT AN CHUBCH, 

The Rev. James H. Ecob, the minister of 
the Second Presbyterian Church of Albany, 
announced in his sermon last Sunday -that he 
had withdrawn from the Presbyterian dom- 
munion.. His reasons are the action taken in 
the Briggs case and the failure of the General 
Assembly to show any symptoms of a real de- 
sire to revise the creed. Ef the unchanged 
Westminster Confession “is the garment that 
I must ‘wear, I cast it off. I have no use for it.”’ 

It is stated that the Rev. Mr. Ecob’s church, 
whichis one of the oldest in the State, is 
likely to follow its pastor, but it would not be 
wise to take that for granted, nor to assume 
that many more ministers will follow the: ex- 
ample of the Albany one. There is a more 
languid interest taken by the members of all 
the churches in doctrinal points now- than 
was the case half a century.ago and the praba- 
bilities of a secession are much smaller for 
that reason. 

It is more likely that the effect of such de- 
cisions as thatin the Briggs case, and the 
inability of the church to slough off what are 
from the standpoint of the nineteenth century 
the most disagreeable features of its creed, 
will be to check its growth, just as the aiti- 
tude of the Democratic party on the slavery 
question not only drove off some of its old 
membérs but also prevented the enlistment of 
new ones. It will get the reputation of being 
an intolerant and antiquated church, insisting 
on rigid conformity to ‘‘a creed outworn,”’ 


and will hold only a portion of those born in \ 
its communion, while it will gain few from 


without. 

It is too soon to speak with positiveness. It 
may be that when ministers who have ceased 
to accept heartily all the doctrines laid down 
in the Westininster Confession of Faith, and 
who think it would be hypocrisy for them to 
conceal the fact, see that a rule of rigid cpn- 
formity is to be enforced, and that they can- 
not speak out their sentiments under penalty 
of excommunitation, they will conclude the 
best thing for them 'to do is to go yoluntarily. 
And if many ministers do pursue that course 
many congregationg will | go with them.

Temperance advocates representing all 
shades of religious beliefs froin all parts of 
America and Europe opened the World’s Tem- 
perance Congress ut the Art Palace yesterday. 
Partisan proclivities and hobbies were kept 
in the background, while the general lines of 
temperance work on which all could unite 
were enlarged upon. 

The Hall of Columbus was crowded when 
the Rev; Dr. Theodore L. Cuyler of New York 
rose to make the first address of the evening 
session. He told about the first World’s 
Temperance Congress in New York forty 
years ago. Hesaid that he was a cheerful 
pessimist and an inveterate hoper, The 
license system was a tremendous failure. The 


speaker said: 

If the cholera was to ventas America would 
not Chicago and every 7 Aces city say, “' Quar- 
antine New York and the seaboard cities’? 
Of course they would, because our lives depend 
onit. Why not quarantine 
than the cholera—namely: quor traffic? 

He was in favor of temperance coffee-houses 
and better places for workingmen. Chicago 
had 6,000 saloons and ought to have 36,000 
coffee-houses. He paid a tribute to Arch- 
bishop Ireland, whens’ he called the American 
successor of Father Mathew. Dr. Cuyler 
thought it was right to punish the drinker as 
well as the one who sold drink. In conclusion 
the venerable clergyman said: 

Let us onward, onward, brethren of the tem- 

nee cause, and some of us will look down 
rom the battlements of heaven to see 


victory.

by Gen. James and his successor, Henry L. 


Pearson. 

Dayton is one of the slickest politicians de- 
veloped by New York polities in the ten years 
since Grover Cleveland came to the front as 
a political power in this State. He possesses 
those qualities which bring popularity and 
was long identified with the Cleveland wing 
of the party as against the Tammany and reg- 
ular State Democracy. He managed, how- 
ever, with consummate shrewdness, so that 
while he was helping Mr. Cleveland and the 
anti-snappers he was not creating any strong 
enmities in Tammany Hall.

He Talks with Vice-President Stevenson 
Touching the Financial Situation. 

Sprinerretp, Ill., June 5.—[Special. ]j-—- 
Vice-President Stevenson arrived in the ‘city 
this afternoon.

The runs 
were almost entirely by savings depwsitors, and 
in more than gne case at the close pf business 
hours the deposits ‘were found to be far larger 
than the withdrawals, even where the runs were 
the most prenounced, There was a séspension or 
two announced, but they were not af great im- 
portance. The leading prominent banks of the 


city stood as solid last night as they have for 


months before.. There may be further demands 
by sayings depositors, but they will be met, and 
as soon asthe people find they can get their 
money they will be ready to return it, after hav- 
ing lost the accumulated interest, which results 
from their withdrawal. 

The stock market guve a remarkablé exhibition 
of steadiness in the face of the exciting develop- 
ments throughout financial circles. In spite of 
the appearance of well developed pamic among 
bank patrons thére were quotations that were 
higher at the close of the market than at the 
opening. Indeed, there were stocks that showed 


1 actual advances as compared with the closing 


prices last Saturday. The market held surpris- 
ingly firm considering the disquieting features of 
the situation, and demonstrated that it has 
reached a point that is attracting the general in- 
vestor who seldom purchases a security.
